OBITUARY. 

Death of Ex-Mayor Robt. Dickinson of 
New Westminster. 

Ex-Mayor Robert Dickinson, of New 
Westminster, died very suddenly last 
evening. A telegram to THE Colonist 
briefly announced the sad news. 

The late Mr. Dickinson wus a pioneer 
of Westminster and a man whom his 
fellow-citizens of the Royal City do- 
lighted to honor. He was born in Liv- 
erpool, England, in 18,'!o and came to 
British Columbia in 1859. During the 
many vicissitudes through which the 
city of Westminster has passed, he al- 
ways proved himself a loyal defender of 
its rights. He was early connected with 
the management of its affairs, having 
been president of the Municipal Council 
in 1803-4, and was mayor of the city in 
1874-5. He was elected to the Legisla- 
tive Assembly in 1875, but after one term 
refused to again stand forelection', On ten 
different occasions he has been elected 
to the office of Mayor, frequently by 
acclamation, and was Chief Magistrate 
of the city (luring the years 1885, 1880 
and 1887. With his colleagues, he made 
a hard tight to get the extension of the 
Canadian I'aeitic Railway into the city, 
and it was greatly due to his efforts 
that the end was satisfactorily accom- 
plished, and the first train at last 
steamed through the streets. He was 
also one of the principals iii securing 
the Westminster Southern. Thoroughly 
honorable in his public, private and 
business life, he had the respect and 
confidence of the entire community. In 
Mr, Dickinson the Royal City had ever 
a worthy champion and his death will 
be felt there as a severe loss. Tho 
deceased leaves a wile, three sons and 
four daughters to mourn his sudden 
death They will have universal sym- 
pathy in their bereavement. 

MISLEADING 1 STATEMENTS 

Circulated by the '' News-Advertiser '' Cor- 
rected by the President of the Board of 
Trade. 

The following letter from Mr. Bobt. 
Ward, president of the B. C. board of 
trade, appears in the issue of the Cana- 
dian Gazette, London, Eng., of Oct. 
17th. We are glad to see that Mr. 
Ward has so promptly corrected a mis- 
statement calculated to give the people 
of England an erroneous impression of 
the trade of Victoria: 

"THE RIVAL CITIES ON THli I'ACIKIC." 
Sin,— In your issue of tho. ")th inst. prom- 
inence is given to a "clipping" from tho 
Vancouver Advertiser relative to an al- 
leged falling oil' in the customs returns at 
Victoria for tho month of July in the pre- 
sent year, coupled with the statement that 
as thcimports at Vancouver showan impor- 
tant increase, the writer of the paragraph 
referred to arrives at the conclusion that 
tho commercial centre of the Province is 
gradually being shifted thithor from Vic- 
toria. 

To support this statement, the Victoria 
returns of duties paid for July, 1889, aro 
selected to shown decrease compared with 
July, 1838. This may he considered an un- 
fair method of making comparisons seeing 
that vessels might arrive at any time, 
when duties on their cargoes would he 
considerably- augmented thereby in com- 
parison with a similar month in a former 
year; indeed, ns a matter of fact, this will 
be found lo bo tho case with the two 
months succeeding that selected by tho 
Advertiser, viz., August and September ot 
tho present your, both showing an Increase 
over same months for 1888. 

Tho accompanying report of the British 
Columbia Board of Trade of Victoria will 
give you some interesting statistical in- 
formation of an olllcial character relating 
to the commercial importance of Victoria, 
Its Imports and exports: and at tho close of 
tho present fiscal year I venture to pro- 
phesy that tho government returns will 
demonstrate thnt not only has Victoria 
maintained hor supremacy as tho commer- 
cial eentro of tho province in spite of boing 
hoavily handicapped by powerful In- 
ftu'.inoos working to her disadvantage, but 
that by far the largest portion of the trade 
of tho entire province will have fallen to 
her share. 

Victoria merchants can well afford to 
rejoice at the prosperity of their neighbors, 
bringing as it must, proportionate advan- 
tages, but tboy are scarcely likely to sub- 
mit to tho publication of disparaging re- 
ports affecting the trade and commerce of 
a port, which thoy have succeeded in 
building up to its present leading position 
in the Province— e position which rivals 
may find it not easy to assail,— I am, Sir,

The most brilliant social event of the 
season was the fleet ball given in honor 
of His Excellency and Lady Stanley at 
the Naval Yard last evening. Without 
any exception it was the most complete 
and most admirably arranged affair of 
the kind ever given in the province, 
even under the auspices of Hot-Majesty's 
naval ollicors. Having live men-of-war 
to select workers and material from, the 
decorations were upon a scale of mag- 
nificence never before attempted here, 
but carried but in such a manner that 
nothing but the highest credit was re- 
flected upon the officers, wliose ingen- 
uity, taste and skill bad been exerted in 
converting the once barren sail loft into 
a veritable palace of light ami beauty, 
Capt. Lacon Hammett was chairman 
of the ball committee, bis associates be- 
ing Commander Sampson, Lt. Chads, 
Lt. Storey, Lt. Wurrender, Lt. Homer, 
R.M., Lt. Church, R.M., Dr. Rimell, 
Dr. Liglltfoot, Lt. Jervise, Lt. Hay and 
Dr. Breton. The committee were ably 
assisted in preparing for the ball by all 
the warrant and petty officers and the 
seamen of the fleet. Dividing the work 
into departments, so that it might he 
attended to with less confusion, Capt, 
Sampson was given entire charge of the 
decorations, Lt., Chads of the supper, 
Dr. Kitnell of the reception rooms, Lt. 
Hay of the sitting-out room, Mr. 
Purches of the gentlemen's smoking and 
whist looms; and far from least— Lt. 
Armstrong hud entire charge of the 
electric light, supplied by all five ships 
of the squadron. 

A ULANCE AT THE bKCOKATIOKS. 

Dozens of wagon loads of flowers and 
potted plants were utilized in the 
brilliant decorations for the ball. Mr. 
Jay, the Victoria nurseryman, alone 
furnished over (i(K) hanging baskets and 
choice booming plants; while the cut 
flowers of every hue and rarest frag- 
rance were the donations of city friends 
to the oliicers. 

Upon leaving the carriage drive last 
evening, the guests passed first into a 
short hall, the ceiling and walls of which 
were formed of flags. Along both sides 
extended rows of tropical plants and 
blossoming treasures of the conserva- 
tory, while along the inner side at about 
five feet from the ground, ran a rustic 
gallery, also lavishly adorned with 
flowers and provided with comfortable 
seats for those- who might care to rest 
and watch the moving crowd. At tho 
end of this airy promenade, overlooking 
the grand entrance, was pluccd a small 
cannon, polished to the highest degree 
of brightness. The grim sign of war 
rose through a pyramid of flowers, and 
its threatening muzzle was wreathed 
with a gailand of sweet lilies. 
The little entrance passage terminated 
in a grand court, soni" fifty feet square, 
in the centre of which a double stairway 
led to the ball room. At the foot of 
the stairs two bright, brass field pieces 
stood sentinel on either side, while all 
around them, llowors, potted and cut 
of every kind and color, were distri- 
buted in artistic confusion. On the op- 
posite side of the stairway to the en- 
trance, and best viewed from the turn 
in it, was a fairy grotto, the native rock 
forming the framework. Over the 
rugged features of the stone back- 
ground, fresh green moss seemed to be 
growing, and with it ferns and beautiful 
wild flowers. Peeping out from beneath 
trooping ferns and fragrant blossoms, 
nestling among the glowing lilies, and 
apparently shining in their very hearts, 
were scores of fairy lamps and tiny in- 
landescent lights; while in the centre 
stood two large fountains, the crowning 
triumphs of the enchanting scene. 
At their base the floor seemed 
have melted into a bank of 
flowers, while climbing plants twined 
themselves about the upright stems, 
apped by incandescent lights over 
which the water was sent in silvery 
spray to tumble back again bathed in 
the rainbow colors. 
The staircase itself was wreathed in 
flowers — potted plants were placed at 
the base of the flag-covered balustrade, 
and from the ceiling depended baskets 
of sweet smelling and bright colored 
fruits of tho conservatory. 

THE BALL ROOM. 

As I ho bright hangings were drawn 
aside at the grand entrance, and the 
visitor was ushered into the ball room, 
bis first feeling was of bewilderment. 
The light of the beautiful electric 
lamps was flashed back from so many 
glistening blades used in the decora- 
tions, chat the effect was dazzling in the 
extreme. Becoming more accustomed 
to the brightness of the scene, unci look- 
ing about, the bewilderment soon gave 
place to delighted admiration. As each 
eding beauty in the embellishment 
of the room wus duly noted, admiration 
again was supplanted by amazement 
that out of the materials used so pictur- 
esque and imposing an effect could be 
produced. No very costly materials 
had been used in the adornment of the 
ball room, and yet it is hardly possible 
to exaggerate tho beauty of the scene. 

At the head of the room, facing the 
entrance, was a raised dais, surrounded 
with tropical plants and flower!, and 
provided with easy chairs for His Ex- 
cellency the Governor-General and the 
vice-regal party, in whose honor tnc ball 
was given, and for Lieut. -Governor and 
Mrs. Nelti Hi and Rear-Admiral Hone igc. 
The background was formed of the 
Royal Anns, flanked and surmounted 
by the proud old flags of England. 

At the right of tho entrance was the 
band stand, a tnsty little bower of flags 
and flowers; whilo over the door was n 
semi-circular trophy, of which the 
Prince of Wales' crest formed the cen- 
tre, surrounded by artistically placed 
tomahawks and ramrods. This central 
trophy was Hanked by the emblems of 
the two brandies of the marines, 
on handsome shields framed in 
glossy ivy. Along both sides of 
the room, beautiful trophies constructed 
with rare artistic skill by the men of 
the different ships, adorned the walls. 
Tho Swittsurc furnished four great 
wheels, the spokes being formed of glit- 
tering cutlasses, whilo cleaning rods 
were placed between to lioightcn the 
graceful efl'ect. From the Champion 
came two equally interesting; one 
formed of cutlasses alone, the other of 
boarding axes, small arms und samples 
of various projectiles. The largest and 
centre trophies were those made by the 
Amphion's men. One of them was in the 
form of a wheel of cutlasses with four 
golden crowns resting on a base of 
sparkling frosted white, as the huh; 
while in the other the ancient golden 
lyre — the ship's design — took -the place 
of the crowns. Another neat trophy 
of cntliiBses came from the Icurus; while 
the Acorn furnished one of Bword-buyo- 
nets, cleaning rods and piatolB ill "ulose 
order." 

The cornices separating the banner- 
draped walls from the flag-covered ceil- 
ing, were of dark green ivy; and many 
baskets of flowers hung from the coil- 
ing. Tho chandeliers were formed ol 



sword bayonets, with tlm electric 
lamps 'inserted between the shining 
blades, from which the light was flashed 
back as from a thousand mirrors. 

After days of hard work expended on 
it, tho floor yesterday afternoon was pro- 
nounced perfect, and the decision of tho 
officers was fully endorsed by the dan- 
cers during the evening. 

In the rear of the Governor-General's 
dais wus a small retiring room, fur- 
nished in luxurious style, for the uso of 
the Vice- Regal party and the Admiral. 

THE DINING HALL. 

Just below the ball room was one of 
equal size where the supper was served 
shortly after midnight. This room, 
too, was decorated ill magnifi- 
cent style. Ono long table ran 
down the centre from end to end, while 
a large number of little tete-a-tete 
tables were distributed at each sido. At 
the head of the room was spread tho 
admiral's table, with covers for sixteen, 
tho admiral's guests of the evening. 
Everywhere flowers of rarity, beauty 
and fragrance, mingled their sweetness 
with the air. Costly silver, rare crystal 
and the finest of linen formed the 
furnishings of the tables, upon 
which were placed almost innumerable 
big bouquets, as well as two fine yacht 
models loaned by the designers— officers 
of the fleet. 

Over the tables were hung Chinese 
parasols, reversed as if in u frolic of the 
wind, above which were placed the 
electric lights, that shone through soft- 
ly, casting strange figures and magic 
tints, instead of garish light, upon the 
banqueters. Each of the live central 
pillars extending down the middle of the 
room bore the shield of one of the ships 
with the signal pennants in silk minia- 
tures above. Pillars and walls were 
covered with a delicate tracery of ivy, 
while the base of each pillar was 
wreathed with foliage and flowers.

CEONIN'S LAST NIGHT. 



Story of the Butchery Told by 
Martin Burke.

Winnipeg, Oct. 31.— To-day Assist- 
ant State's Attorney Raker elicited new 
and, if true, important evidence from 
(iillette, u late fellow-prisoner o f Mar- 
tin Burke. Burke said the plot had 
been to decoy Cronin from his house by 
Coughlttii and a woman. Afterwards 
Coughlun changed the plan and decoyed 
Cronin by nieuns of O'Sullivan's business 
card. Burke told Gillette that the wo- 
man in question kept furnished lodgings 
on North street in Chicago. Burke 
mentioned as associates with himself 
Coughlan, Cooney and O'Sullivan. 

The intention was to sink the body in 
the lake, but a confederate who was to 
meet them with a boat failed to keep 
his appointment. Gillette says Burke 
went twice to a lawyer's office on Dear- 
born street, Chicago, and got money for 
doing the job. Cronin's clothes were 
brought to Winnipeg and hidden there. 

Gillette told Raker how Burke told 

m in detail of the murder; how 
Cronin was clubbed as he stepped inside 
the cottage door, and how they took 
tho body to the lake and not finding 
anyone there threw it in. Fearing, 
however, that it would wash upon the 
beach, it was taken back, placed in a 
trunk and afterwards put in a catch 
basin.

UIIITISH SOUTH AFRICA CO. 

London, Nov. 1. — The London news- 
papers aro unanimous in congratulating 
the British South African Company, 
otherwise tho Prince of Wales' son-in- 
law, the Duke of Fife, the Duke of 
Aborcorn, Lord Gilford and others upon 
their success in obtaining the blanket 
charter issued lo them under which 
they absolutely control the immense 
and highly fruitful region in South 
Africa; und also congratulate the gov- 
ernment that the powers grunted to the 
company have fallen into such excellent 
bunds. All of the papers are moved to 
tho prediction that tho exercise of the 
charter will result in the establishment 
in South Africa of a vast empire similar 
to that of India, but none of them seem 
anxious to call attention to the ambiguous 
terms of the concession which virtually 
empower the company to exercise con- 
trol over territory not hitherto in- 
cluded in the inventories of England's 
possessions. The Pall Mall Gazette, in 
its article on the subject, says : Eng- 
land, und not the Germans, will colonize 
the territory, and just here the difficul- 
ties of the company and consequently . 
of England begins. So long us the 
privileges of the company are modestly 
exercised there will be no trouble, but 
the moment the elasticity of tho char- 
ter is tested, the temptation to which 
the charterers will be most likely to 
yield sooner or later will be exposed, 
and such a protest against territorial en- 
croachments will be lodged, that Eng- 
land will not find it prudent to ignore 
the company. 

BUYINll Ul' THE ELEVATORS. 

A company is in course of organiza- 
tion with a capital of £500,000, cupuble 
of unlimited expansion, forthe purpose of 
purchasing the Fergus grain elevrtors of 
Chicago. It is alleged that an agent of 
the promotors of tliiB company has re- 
cently sounded the controllers of these 
elevators with such encouraging results 
as to induce the immediate formation of 
a pool, the transfer of property to take 
place at an early date. 

A FLANNEL RING.

WESTMINSTER SPECIAL. 

Particulars of the Sudden Death of Ex- 
Mayor Bobt. Dickinson. 

(From Our Own Correspondent.) 
New Westminster, Nov. 1st. — 11 
p. ni. — The city is filled with conster- 
nation to-night at the news which was 
first whispered and then spread like 
wildfire through the streets that Ex- 
Mayor Dickinson hud died sudden- 
ly at his residence at about 
9:50 this evening. Tho particu- 
lars, so far as can be ascertained, are 
as follows : The deceased attended at a 
political meeting to night, called by the 
supporters of Messrs. Corhould and 
Jcnns, at the Oddfellows Hall, and re- 
mained till the meeting was out, 
about 9.30. On arriving at his 
homo, Mr. Dickinson went into the 
dining-room and remarked to his 
daughter, Miss Dickinson, (the 
only member of tho family then at 
home, Mrs. Dickinson and others of the 
family being at Vancouver,) that his 
breathing came hard and asked for a 
drink of water. The water was given 
him and also a lozenge, for which he 
next cnouired. Mr. Dickinson then 
exclaimed: " Oh, my breathing comes 
hard, I am dying," and sank into 
il chair. Miss Dickenson in alarm ran 
to the house of the nearest neighbor, 
Capt. Pittendrigh, wdio immediately re- 
turned with her and found Mr. Dicken- 
son dead in his chair. Medical men 
were summoned by telephone and ar- 
rived a few minutes later. The 
cause of death was stated to be either 
apoplexy or heart disease. Knots of 
people on nil the principal streets are 
discussing with bated breath the 
terribly sudden and sad occur- 
rence which lias intensified the 
gloom hanging over the city us a con- 
sequence lof the recent melancholy 
deaths of Mr, L. L. Doanout Portland, 
and Mrs. C. D. Rand (nee Katie ClutO,) 
at Vancouver.

use. It must he remembered that the 
support and equipment of the great 
army is a burden which the toilers of 
France have to bear. Then immense 
sums have been required to fortify tho 
country. The lines of defence which it 
has been found necessary to erect on the 
eastern frontier have cost tho nation 
since K~4 the enormous sum of £1!!5,- 
1)00,000 sterling, or about ?(J75,OO0,0OO. 
It is no wonder that the French people 
complain of the weight of taxation; 
But the German people have to bear ri 
burden of taxes for military purposes 
correspondingly great, and we see that 
it is growing still greater. Russians are 
in the same plight, and so are the Aus- 
triuns and the Italians. The price 
which these people pay for their "great- 
ness" is simply enormous. Do they get 
anything, that may be called with any 
ipproach to accuracy adequate! 



WAR BURDENS. 

The people of this country can have 
no idea of th • immense military estab- 
lishments which the great powers of Eu- 
rope consider it necessary to support 
in order to maintain their greatness. 
Wo Canadians live in peace and se- 
curity, each man under his own vine 
and fig-tree, none daring or even wish- 
ing to make hint afraid. It would he 
very different if bur neighbors to the 
south of us kept up an immense stand- 
ing army always prepared for imme- 
diate action. If we had another neigh- 
bor to the east equally Well armed and 
equally prepared to fight whenever it 
found occasion to quarrel with us, our 
sense of security would bo greatly les- 
sened. If there was a third neighbor to 
the north who counted its soldiers by 
the million, whose despotism wo knew 
not to he in the least lamb-like and who, 
we had good reason to believe, was not 
likely to be deterred by scruples from 
gobbling us up whenever it saw a favor- 
able opportunity, we would, if we 
wished to maintain our independence, 
feel compelled to be prepared for such 
an eventuality. We would find that an 
army would be necessary for Canada, 
and our Government would feel itself 
under the necessity of greatly increas- 
ing the taxes and of enacting conscrip- 
tion laws and making military service 
compulsory. It would never do for us 
to remain unarmed and unprepared for 
war when all our neighbors were armed 
to the teeth and had their forces so dis- 
posed that they would have un army 
completely equipped and ready to take 
the field at twenty-four hours notice. 
This is the case with France, Germany, 
Austria, Italy and Russia at the present 
moment. Each of these is armed be- 
cause the others are armed; and not one 
of them dare reduce its armaments 
while the others keep up their war 
establishments. No matter how heavy 
the burden of maintaining these hosts of 
idle men is on the producers of the 
country, it must be borne as long as this 
state of things continues if they desire 
to continue their national existence. 
France was taught a terrible lesson 
twenty years ago. It rushed into war 
without proper preparation and tho 
consequence was defeat, loss of territory, 
loss of treasure and bitter humiliation. 
Its Government and people were deter- 
mined that the next war, whether offen- 
sive or defensive, would not find France 
unprepared. It set to work almost 
immediately to reorganize the army. 
The amount of money it has taken to do 
this has been very great, and to find 
recruits for the army, the population, 
which is a stationary one, has been put 
to a severe strain. We see by an article 
in the October number of the Fortnightly 
Reviow that France has to-day- no fewer 
than 4,108,(J")5 men on whose services she 
can count in time of war. Of these, 
'2,025,203 are fully trained soldiers who 
have served in the .standing 
army from periods varying from 
three to five years. Tlie balance 
is divided into four classes; 1st, 
men, who have had one year's t ruining 
in the uctive army. Of these the 
1590,07-. 2nd, men who have been only 
trained when called out with tin 
reserve. There are 080,100 of these 
Tlie 3rd class is formed of men without 
any training intended for non-combatant 
duties in war. These number 701,230. 
The organization for bringing this vast 
army into the field is complicated, of 
course, but it is said to be readily 
workable. The reviewer says : 

"The total strength of the French 
troops which could thus be made avail- 
able for massing on the frontier may be 
estimated, olticeis and men, 750,005; 
guns, 2,10!); horses, 243,468; ami car- 
riages, 40,907. Tlie whole of these 
troops, completely equipped and pro- 
vided with two days' rations for imme- 
diate use, would be concentrated in 
their own districts ready for transpor- 
tation to the frontier on the night of the 
sixth day after receiving the order lo 
mobilise, The ranks would contain no 
recruits, who would remuin at the de- 
pots — their places being taken by fully 
trained reservists. After sending 750,- 
005 men to the front there would still 
remain at the depots 278;824 fully 
trained men, ."120,410 men with one 
year's training, 203,040 men who had 
been trained with the reserve, and 4!)2,- 
314 men available for employment as 
non-combatants. A portion of these 
reserve troops would bo immediately 
organized for "etappeh" duties on lilies 
of communication, and the remainder 
held in reserve to fill gaps in the ranks 
at the front. " 

In order to move this great host spe- 
cial preparations are made. The rail- 
ways iu Franco aro equipped with spe- 
cial reference to military movements. 
At the outbreak of war it is 
calculated that there would bo O.IKK) 



A SINGULAR STRIKE. 

The news that comes to us from 
Great Britain of the revolt of the school 
boys fills us with surprise. .Such a 
movement in America would not be at 
all wonderful, for the American boy 
early assorts his right to independent 
action. But in great Britain, and in 
Scotland particularly, of all places in 
tho world ! We colonists have been 
always taught to believe that "at home" 
paternal rule was supreme and unbound- 
ed, and we supposed that the authority 
of the schoolmaster was proportionately 
great, for does he not stund "in loco 
parentis"? We had heard of the 
story of the schoolmaster who did not 
take off his hat to King George the 

Third in presence of his pupils for fear 
that the boys would conclude from that 
act of deference that there was a greater 
man ill the kingdom than their teacher, 
When Canadian boys were guilty of 
any act of insubordination, when they 
did not show due respect to those in 
authority over them, there was great 
shaking of heads among the old country 
people, They spoke sorrowfully of the 
degeneracy of the race and of the evil 
influence of American republicanism. 
But now we hear of schoolboys' strikes 
in the mother country; an act of re- 
bellion that was never heard of in Can 
ada. Canadian students have been 
sometimes obstreperous, but Canadian 
school boys, as far as we know, never 
thought of breaking out ill open revolt 
against the school authorities. W'e fei 
that in the march of democracy we o 
this side of the Atlantic have been di 
tanced by our kindred across the sea. 

The result must be against parental 
authority as well us against school dis- 
cipline. In the good old times the par- 
ent considered himself in duty bound 
to uphold the schoolmaster, right 
wrong. "No tales out of school" was 
an injunction rigidly enforced. There 
was much injustice in those days. The 
schoolmaster was often a cruel tyrant 
or what was almost as bad, a severe (lis 
ciplinarian from a sense of duty. Tin 
cruelly and unjustly punished boy re 
ceived no sympathy at home except 
perhaps, secretly from his mother, but 
"father" and the "master" were ill close 
alliance and could not do wrong. As to 
questioning their wisdom or rebelling 
against their authority, such a thing 
was not to l.e thought of. As regarded 
the course of study, the length of les 
9011S and t he number of school hours, the 
boy who would dare to offer an opinion 
with regard to them, or would as niuol 
as hint that they were not just what 
they ought to be, would be looked upon 
with horror as a precocious rebel who 
Would be certain to end his days on th 
gallows. All these things were Ordaine* 
— not by Heaven, perhaps, — but by 
authorities, to say a word against whom 
would be the next thing to blasphemy 
But all that is changed now. It is 
recognized that children us well t 
grown-up people have rights, and tilt 
there are bounds to parental and eve 
pedagogical authority. Wc live, too, 
in a sceptical anil irreverent age. It is 
an age of universal questioning. The 
wisdom of our ancestors is even doubted 
Nothing is left unexamined. It is a 
time when everything is being enquire 
into. The school, its master and it 
methods have not escaped investigation. 
Men who are considered wise have been 
known to say that it injures the mind 
of the schoolboy to cram his mind with 
facts and dates and knowledge that it 
cannot digest, ami which can be of no 
use to him in after years. They 
say that the boy was not made for 
the schoolmaster alone, and that tlie 
chief end of his being is not to earn 
marks for the teacher's benefit or for the 
Credit of the school. These men I 
been known to hint that it is not good 
for the boy's health, either mental 
bodily, to give him long lessons to le 
it home, lessons that deprive him of the 
play he ought to have, and keep lib 
trying to study when he ought to 1m 
islecp. Home lessons, if given at all 

should be short. The educational re 
formers, too, maintain that the schoo 
hours should not be many. They ai'gui 
i hat that a boy can learn only while his 
mind is active, and while he can fix his 
attention oil his lesson. To keep hi 
tt his books w hen he is tired and 1 
attention is wandering is merely 
waste time and injure the lad by t< 
much confinement besides. T) 
boys, who are shall) enough 
to pick up anything that con 
corns themselves, have heard what 
the educationists say, and some of them, 
no doubt, have lead what they have 
written, and feeling that in some things 
they are right, have determined to has- 
ten reform by striking against long 
school hours and long home lessons. It 
is very wrong in litem to do this of 
course. They ought not to combine 
against teachers and school trustees and 

Bet at naught their authority, but when 
some of us remember our own Bchool 
days, we cannot help, no matter how 
stern our looks may be, and however 
unsympathetic the manner we think it 
right to assume, feeling a sort of sneak- 
ng sympathy for the boys, and secretly 
•herishing the hope that after they havo 
icon subdued and duly disciplined, their 
grievances will bo considered, and that 
the reforms they ask for, as far as is 
asoiiable and consistent with their 
present and future welfare, conceded. 
The conviction is becoming more and 
more general that the educational 
methods of the present are not perfect, 
and that much that is considered good 
in educational systems is not good, but 



something very much the reverse. 
Theso school boy strikes are \ very sig- 
nificant sign of the times. 

EDITORIAL COMMENTS. 

The following statement relative to 
the holders of wealth in the United 
States was made by Mr Thomas G. 
Shearman, a well-known New York sta- 
tistician, who contributes a very inter- 
esting paper to the November number 
f the Forum. He says that 25,000 per- 
sons own one-half of tho wealth of the 
United States, and that the whole 
wealth of the country is practically 
owned by 250,000 porsons, or one in 
sixty of the adult mule population. 
These assertions aro supported by sta- 
tistics. For instance, seventy names 
given which represent an aggregate 
wealth of §2,700,000,000, an average of 
more than $37,500,000 each. In making 
this list Mr.J Shearman lookeil only foi- 
l-sons worth $20,000,000 each or 
over, but he incidentally discovered 
fifty others* worth more thun $10,- 
000,000 each, and ho states that a 
list can be made of ten persons whose 
wealth averages §100,000,000 each, and 
mother of one hundred who are worth 
in the average $25,000,000. He pre- 
dicts that under present conditions 50,- 
000 persons will practically own all the 
wealth of the country in thirty years. 
These statements, if correct, arc calcu- 
ated to dispel the popular notion, that 
wealth is much more evenly distributed 
in the United States than in England. 
Statistics like the above, hwever, are 
not to bo trusted, for many millionaires 
e not even themselves aware of the 
act value of their possessions. 



A LARGE part of North Dakota is in 
a destitute condition. The settlers in 
that region have been most unfortunate. 
The climate is very dry and the country 
is exposed to early frosts. It is, to< 
country of one crop. The fain 
there raise nothing but wheat, and if 
that crop fails they have nothing lo fall 
back upon. 'This year was remarkably 
dry in North Dakota. The drought 
destroyed the whole crop over largo 
areas. 'The frost, too, came early, 
the grain in the counties in which tl 
was a little rain was ruined by the ei 
frost. 'The present is not the only year 
iu which there has been a short crop in 
that unfortunate stilt*. There has been 
a series of dry years which itnpove 
ished the farmers so that they are tota 
ly unable to meet the misfortunes of tl 
season that bus just ended. So great is 
their destitution that they are obliged 
to appeal to the government and to the 
benevolence of their more fortunate fel- 
low citizens for relief. The appeal will, 
no doubt, meet with a generous 
response. These people must be very 
badly off indeed when they make their 
need known. They are of the kind 
that suffer iu silence. It is hard on 
respectable men of independent spirit to 
be forced to ask for help from the public.

Likely to be Recognized us » Winter 
Sanitarium Ut MuoIj Merit. 

Tlie Empire, discussing the various 
health and pleasure resorts of the con- 
tinent, concludes with tlio following: 
'.'British Columbia is likely to be gener- 
ally recognized us a winter sanitarium 
of much merit. The winters are Btifii- 
ciently decided every where to compel 
the Heating of houses every (lay in the 
cold season. Vet ninny localities are 
as warm as the sea const of Virginia 
anil Carolina. The sojourner con have 
this equal warmth, wet or dry, as he 
wishes. He can choose Victoria or New 
Westminster, if he does not object to 
abundant rain, or if lie wants as little 
wet as possible he can go to Nanaimo 
or any other locality protected from the 
rainy winds of the Pacific by the chain of 
mountains running lengthwise through 
Vancouver Island. In fact, British 
Columbia affords, within a radius of a 
hundred miles, every condition of heat, 
cold, dryness and wet to be found in the 
Dominion. The chronic invalid, if he 
doesn't know what is best for him, can 
shift himself from zero frosts to tho 
bulniincss of .Southern France in less 
than a day's travel !" Commenting 
upon the Empire's remarks, the Colum- 
bian says: In so few words, our con- 
temporary gives a fair general view of 
the. merits i of British Columbia, and of 
the different sections mentioned, as a 
winter sanitarium. British Columbia is 
unquestionably one of the healthiest 
ami most agreeable countries to live in 
that could be mentioned, and not only 
in winter, but all the year round. It 
would be a mistake to suppose that 
there are not many countries and local- 
ities which is just as desirable, in the 
interests of comfort and health: to 
get out of during the summer as in 
the winter. And British Columbia of- 
fers an almost perfect asylum in either 
case. If the winters arc mild, equable, 
and of short duration— utter strangers 
to the wild blizzards, cruel frosts, ter- 
rible snowstorms, and live months' 
blockades of eastern and interior coun- 
tries — so are the summers balmy and 
delightful — the tierce heat, with its at- 
tendant prostrations and inevitable sun- 
stroke, so common m many parts of the 
continent, being happily unknown in 
this favored province.

A 
healthful anil agreeable climate the year 
round is an asset that is not to be 
despised, even when compared with 
more substantial advantages, of which 
the province also has its full share. The 
resources and advantages of this pro- 
vince, which have been " under a 
bushel," so to speak, are becoming bet- 
ter known every day, and the next few 
years will witness such an accession to 
our population and wealth as will out- 
strip the sensible growth of the whole 
former period of the country's history. 
The various cities will reap largely in 
thia harvest, especially those that are 
wide-awake enough to prepare to gather 
it. Nature has done much for all of 
them, but for none more than for the 
Royal City. With its beautiful southern 
slope, charming surroundings and 
delightful climate, all that is required 
is the turning of these to account, by 
supplementing the dower of nature with 
the improvements anil adornments of 
art, to make this city the most attract- 
ive in the province ami on the coast for 
the health, wealth, and pleasure seeker. 
To this end all street, park and pleasure 
ground improvements, the introduction 
of water works and the construction of 
now railway lines tend; and, consider- 
ing the certain future in store, for West- 
minster, dependent in a large measure 
on the practical apprciation of the fret 
by her citizens, all money judiciously 
expended on the objects above enumer- 
ated and for kindred purposes must in a 
short time repay its expenditure four- 
fold.
